Deddington Castle Grounds I am writing 
to protest about the sign recently 
installed in the Castle Grounds 
regarding "Dog Walking and the playing 
of golf prohibited on the playing area". 

I consider this to be completely 
unreasonable and I would appreciate your 
considering the following: 

1. The Castle Grounds are a beautiful 
recreation area for use by everyone. 

2. The Grounds are used daily as a 
relatively safe dog walking area by many 
local people and the vast majority take 
great care to avoid the fouling of any 
so-called "Play-Areas". 

3. Many other people, attracted by the 
"Deddington Castle" signs on the main 
road, stop for a break to exercise their 
dogs but probably do not have the same 
interest in keeping it clean. 

4. Whilst the need to control dog 
fouling in public places is understood, 
it would have been more constructive, 
and much more effective, either to 
provide one of the specially constructed 
dog waste bins, or to designate a small 
fenced area with long grass, which most 
dogs would use. Either method is in 
common use elsewhere. 

5. The occasional golf practice appears 
to me to be quite inoffensive and 
banning it is over-reacting to a minor 
risk. 

6. Negatively worded signs cause 
resentment and are counter-productive. 
The sign at the entrance banning 
vehicles etc is not respected; much 
better to take positive measures that 
are more likely to succeed. 

With the Castle Grounds condemed to 
have no children's play area, no 
football, no pavilion for shelter, no 
gol— practice and no dog walking, 
whatever next? I suggest you remove the 
sign, consult.the users, and produce a 
less offensive and more constructive 
solution.

Castle Grounds Pavilion I thought I 
should write to you regarding the Club's 
intentions in relation to the Pavilion 
at the Castle Grounds following the

reported in the November issue of The 
Deddington News) I should point out 
that contrary to the Parish Council's 
assumption, no decision has been taken . 
by DTFC on the future of the Pavilion. 
When the Club moves to the Windmill 
complex and if, at the same time, they 
vacate the Castle Grounds (the latter 
does not necessarily flow from the 
former), clearly consideration will need 
to be given to the future of the 
building; it is nearing the end of its © 
useful life, is a target for vandalism 
and is costly to insure. Before the 
Club makes a decision, the Parish 
Council will be consulted since the 
decision will have implications for the 
future use of the Castle Grounds (ie. no 
pavilion, no scope for football and/or 
other activities requiring changing 
accommodation) but this stage has not 
big been reached. 

FROM: REVD KEN REEVES, THE VICARAGE. 

I should like to draw the attention of 
Deddington Parish Council to the 
development of land adjacent to the 
Vicarage in Earl's Lane which has been 
undertaken by Banner Homes. 

The three houses, including the show 
house, which inmediately adjoin the 
Vicarage site, have  close-boarded 
fencing around two sides of their 
gardens but on the sides adjacent to the 
Vicarage site there is only a wire mesh 
fence. There is on the Vicarage side a 
line of shrubs, brambles, etc, which is 
totally inadequate as a screen. In fact 
it is possible from the Vicarage 
driveway to look into the downstairs 
rooms as well as the gardens of the 
three houses mentioned. 

It is certainly disappointing, to say 
the least, that these three houses lack 
privacy - privacy you could expect of 
properties at the price being asked. 
Arguments put by the Church authorities 
and by me for close-boarded fencing on 
the Vicarage side have been rejected by 
the developer. 

I am writing to the Council to request 
that members are alert to the fact that 
this problem can occur in future 
development proposals they will be 
considering. It is important to consider — 
the amenities not only of existing 
residents but also of potential 
residents in the new houses.

It is 
infuriating to have to record that, 
within weeks of complétion, one local 
farmer has already rendered the path 
unusable, not to say dangerous, to 
cyclists. Today (1 November) it is 
littered with thorn twigs from machine- 
cutting of the hedges. The tube of one 
of my cycle tyres was punctured so many 
times that it has had to be replaced 
altogether. Farmers may complain about 
members of the general public failing to 
observe the country code, but this kind 
of wanton behaviour hardly impresses 
their case.

I have been asked to express thanks to all those who contributed to the successful

We were sad to hear of the death, on 1 November, of our old neighbour, Evan Hughes. 
It is several years since he moved out of the cottage next to the Church and, 
regrettably, we lost touch. News of his funeral reached us too late for much to be 
done about it. He gave his services as Organist for 25 years, joined in our Residents' 
Association, and was a well-liked character in the village. 
There will be two opportunities to join in same hearty Carol Singing. Weather . 
permitting, we hope to progress around the village on Wednesday 22 December, starting 
at 6.30pm from St John's Way and collecting for some appropriate charity en route. If 
you prefer to sing in.greater comfort, come to the Carol Service in Church at 7pm on 
Friday 17 December and join us for the usual mince pies afterwards. Everyone will be 
ph aa especially any new neighbours - a good opportunity to get to know one 
another. 
Last month a contributor [THE EDS - EDS] quoted 10 facts about our neighbourhood from 
“The Victoria History of the County of Oxford." _If there was a medieval chapel in 
Hempton, has anyone every suggested whereabouts it might have been? Newcomers may not 
have noticed that the old Congregational Chapel still stands on the corner of the 
alley which leads from Chapel Lane to Bachelors’ Row. The History also mentions that 
there were 2 Inns in Hempton. Many of us remember The Plough, which stood facing the 
Barford turning, and was only demolished in the 1960s. We think we may have 
discovered,in the County Record Office, a clue to the second pub. In 1850 the Rev 
William Wilson of Over Worton purchased land in Hempton and subsequently built the 
Church and schoolroom here. The conveyance refers to "Cottage and premises at Hempton, 
Bakehouse, Outbuildings, Yard, Garden, Orchard, formerly known as “The Swan'". It is 
tempting to assume that this was the other inn. No doubt there were many travellers 
to serve on this very ancient main road, and there were also many "locals". In 1854 
we are told there were 40-50 pupils in the school. I have often wondered just why Rev 
Wilson built the chapel and schoolroom outside his own parish. The Rev W Cotton Risley 
was also involved, for he donated an engraved patten, which is still in use; but he 
was by then no longer Vicar of Deddington. His successor, James Brogden, appears to 
have been a colourful character, to say the least. A glimpse of Rev Cotton Risley's 
diaries of the period, if they still exist, might prove illuminating.

eed PARISH APPRAISAL Cy 


Over a thousand people in Deddington, Clifton and Hempton took part in the Parish 
Appraisal. A lot of work has still to be done on your answers and comments, but here 
are some results to be going on with. 
The great majority of people, of all ages, want their village to stay much as (ei is. 
A third want no more new housing at all, while 2 out of 3 are prepared to accept 
infill buildings. The main needs are housing for young, local people at affordable 
prices. Hardly anybody favours expansion beyond the present built up areas. About half 
the population want to live in a working community with better employment 
opportunities and further recreational amenities. 
Although traffic speeding is seen as a major problem, 8 out of 10 want the police to 
concentrate on burglary and 7 out of 10 on vandalism, 
3 out of 4 are in favour of bus tokens and about the same number support a ‘Parish 
minibus. One surprise was the number of children who go to school outside the 
Banbury/Bloxham/Deddington area. 
On average each of us knows only 3 Parish Councillors (surely not the same 3). Only 
l in 25 believes that the Parish Trust Funds are being allocated ‘fairly’, and 1 in 
5 ‘more or less fairly’. Another 1 in 5 thinks the Funds are not being allocated 
fairly, but getting on for 1 in 2 (44%) don't know enough about it to form a 
judgement . 
Thank you all for taking part. There's a mass of information still to be sorted out, 
and we plan to make a full report to the Parish Council early in 1994. After that, 
there will be a Public Meeting - 3 out of 4 demand it - to discuss what the Appraisal 
results mean, and where we go from here.

DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO

The following are extracts fram the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the month 
of January 1844 (he was away in Brighton during December 1843). 


9TH JANUARY The Banbury Ball took 
place - as did one also at the Kings 
Arms here. 

12TH JANUARY We went in the close 
carriage to a Ball and supper at Mr 
Cotterell Dormer's at Rousham - all 
with the exception of Johnny who was 
poorly still. We all enjoyed ourselves 
much. 

15TH JANUARY Buried Lardner of 
Clifton, the pumpmaker, who weighed 22 
stone, his coffin was 6ft 8ins long. 
18TH JANUARY I went to Banbury to 
attend an Agricultural Meeting called 
for the purpose of taking resistive 
steps against the Anti Corn Law League 
- Col North was in the Chair. All the 
resolutions were carried unanimously. 
19TH JANUARY Whetton the Overseer 
called to get a rate signed of id. in 
the pound for the use of the poor. 
23RD JANUARY Left home with dearest 


Brighton - Betsie returning to school 
and Robert going for the first time in 
his life from home to school at a Miss 
Miller's. Poor Betsie left home with 
a heavy heart - and little Bobby with | 
a light and cheerful one, the thing 
being new to him. 

29TH JANUARY We heard from Miss Miller 
at Brighton stating that our pet Robert 
had settled down comfortably, also fram 
our darling Betsy who was at present 
rather dull - poor thing! - but hoped 


- to be reconciled again shortly to 


school and its duties. 

30TH JANUARY A fine bright day again - 
no prayers, being specially called to 
Oxford on important business - attended 
a large County meeting called to 
protect agriculture against the present 
proceedings and machinations of the 
Anti Corn Law League for the total 
abolition of those laws forthwith.

FIRE CALLS Another fairly quiet month with only 21 calls received - 1 road traffic 
accident, 2 car fires, 1 bedroom fire, 2 calls to the barn fire at Earls Farm - the 
initial call just after 4pm when we were on duty until 9.15pm and again at ten past 
midnight until 5.15am, 6 false alarms with good intent, 1 false alarm caused by an 
electrical defect, 2 malicious false alarms and 6 calls to stand by at other 
stations. This makes 196 calls so far. 

BARN FIRE, EARLS FARM I feel I must make comment to parents following the above 
fire. I would advise parents to stress to their children the dangers of playing in 
barns or hayricks. Luckily the only casualty at this barn was a cat, but it could 
quite easily have been a human corpse that we recovered, which was the case a couple 
of years or so ago at Charlbury. I realise that children have been making dens in 
barns and ricks for years, but it is all so easy for them to become trapped either 
by a collapse or fire. So parents and children, do take heed: there are enough 
hazards in everyday life as it is, without creating more of our own, . 
ANNUAL DANCE Our Annual Dance at Kraft General Foods ballroom on Saturday 13 
November was once again a very successful evening with £356 being raised for the 
Fire Service National Benevolent Fund. 
CHRISTMAS Once again the festive season is approaching fast and everyone will soon 
be getting out the decorations and lights. But please check your lights before 
fixing them to the tree or wherever. Make sure the wiring is in good condition, 
ensure that the right size fuse is used and be careful where the decorations are 
hung. Keep them well away from light bulbs and any source of heat. Then perhaps the 
only time we will see any of you over the Christmas period will be socially.
